and defense. The campaign of this year will be one 
in which the personality of candidates will be more 
vigorously serutinized than ever, because there is no 
great supreme issue of national peril or national 
policy which will engross the attention of the people, 
and this scrutiny invites defeat. Under such eir- 
cumstances, when a party appeals to the country 
for a vote of confiderice, it will naturajly be judged 
by the representative whom it deliberately 
selects. To him the country will turn 
to see what the party honors and what qualifications 
it holds to, be essential for the highest trust. It 
would, we think, have been possible to name a CAn- 
didate whose nomination. with the present feeling of 
the country, would have been equivalent to an elec- 
tion—a candidate who would have aroused all the 
old Republican enthusiasm, by appealing to the de- 
sire of pure and progressive politics which was the 
animating principle of the other Republican cam- 
paigns. Originally the Republican party was 4 re- 
form party, and having achieved the greatest of re- 
forms in emancipation, and in an amended constitu- 
tion freed from all taint of slavery, it is strongest 
when its young and ardent workers, the real work- 
ers of the party, feel that it is still essentially a pro- 
gressive and aggressive reform Organization, and 
when they know that it is led in a Presidential year 
by a candidate who is in character and career a 
true and fitting representative of political progress 
and reform.
